PREFACE 



laterGst In the con^rative study of adult education has been growing in many parts 
of tfte iforXd since the first conference on comparative adult education held at 
EK«or, y.S.A, in 1966. This interest was given further intpetus by meetings held 
at t^ugwash, Canada in 1970, Nordborg, DemMrk in 1972, Nairobi, Kenya in 197$, 
Oxford, United Kingdom in 1987 and Frascati, Italy in 1988. 

A nuinber of international organizations, among these Unesco, the Internation- 
al Bureau of Education, the International Congress of University Adult Education, 
th0 European Bureau of Adult Education , O.E.C.D., the European Centre for leisure 
and education, the Council of Europe, the Cofm«ission of the Suro|^an Corounities, 
and the international Council for Adult Education have contributed their share. 

A growing number of universities in all five continents established courses 
in cofl^rative adult education. Hany other universities encourage students to 
deal with coinparative study or with the study of adult education abroad in majo^ 
papers and theses. The literature in this area has increased considerably since 
the early 1960s both in support and as a result of this university activity. A 
number of valuable bibliographies were published, cataloguing the growing wealth 
of materials available in a nuiriber of languages. 

Most of the literature available on adult education in various countries can 
still be found primarily in articles scattered throughout adult education and 
social science journals, while isost of the truly comparative studies remain un- 
published master's theses or doctoral dissertations. Until fairly recently there 
was no c<»T«nercial publisher enticing researchers to submit manuscripts of jnono- 
graphs dealing with conparative adult education and case studies of adult educa^ 
tion in various countries, even though the need for such a publishing venture 
was stressed at a number of international meetings. It was with the intent to 
provide such service to the discipline and the field of adult education that the 
Centre foi^ Continuing Education at The University of British Colujnbia, in co- 
operation with the international council for Adult Education, decided in 1977 to 
publish a series of Monographs on ^..-r^arative and Area Studies in Adult Education. 
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In 1984 a major English pui?Xishing howsi* in th© field ot education, Cr-ocmi 
HBlsKf dticided to establish a ne^ series, the Croom Helm Series in International 
lldult Education. Dr, Peter Jarvis of the Univ^^rsity of Surrey, an internationally 
r^icognized scholar and a noted promoter of publishing in international adult edu- 
cotion, was appointed editor of this series. Many volumes have been published in 
this series since 1984 and have enriched the literature in this important field. 
The series has ;:>een taken over by Routledgc and is now published as International 
Perspectives on Adult and Continuing Education, 

The fifteenth volume in our series presents continuation of an annotated 
bibliography on adult education in continental Europe since 1945. The previous 
five volumes of the bibliography, for 1945-1969, 1970-1974, 1<^75-1979, 1980-1982, 
and 19B3-19S5 were pubU3he<' in ;97i, 197S, 1962, 1984, and 1987 re spinet ively. It 
seeiTicd appropriate r.o incorporate the bibliography, starting with the volume for 
1975-1979, into the aeries of Monographs on Comparative and Area Studies in Adult 
Education ,

Since tho publication of Adult education in continent&X Burof^t An annotated 
bityliograptiy pf BngUsh-'lan^^ge mt€^riaXs 1945-X9€9 in interest in the 

atiH«y of ^dult oducation abroad and in conq^arative adult education has grown con- 
siderably, as is evidenced by international conferences, f.he steadily increasing 
ntsiAHsr of publications in thia area, and the growing nuabei ot con^arative adult 
education couraes offered by universities throughout the world, 

This 9iiith voluiiiQ of the bibliography again covers period of three year3 
a08€«X9Sa), rather than th« five-^year period© spanned by earlier voiuiJRea (1970- 
1974 and 1975-1979) . Vet, the number of itema published in this three-'year pe- 
riod and included in the current volume again coitiparetf well with the longer pe- 
riods covered by ©••rlier volunma. The 1945-1969 '/olun^ included 857 itenvs, for 
an average of 43 items per year; the 197Q-1974 v^luro included 5S6 itTOa, for an 
average of 111 per year; the i97?'a979 volurse included 836 itein«, for an average 
of 167 per year; the first three-year volujne, 1980-1982, included 682 it(^, for 
an average of 22? per year; and the 1983-1985 volume included 671 items for an 
average of 224 per year. This latest volume, for 1986-1988 contains 667 itema, 
for an a\erage of 222 per year. This docufEsents well the high level of interest, 
especially during the last 14 years covered by this bibliography, in adult edu- 
cation in continental Europe. 

A9sin# theire wete some marked differences among several of the countries in 
the nuinbor of itejns located in 1983-1985 and 1986-1988. hmong the Nordic Coun- 
tries, Iceland dropped to 3 from 5 itema^ Norway to 19 fonj, '0, Denmark to 29 from 
49, and Finland to 38 from 60, while Sweden increased from 39 items to 45. In the 
German area, coverage of the German Democratic Republic declined significantly to 
3 from 11 itemar while that of the Federal Republic of Germany increased from 49 
to <>5* and pre-194S Germany from 3 to 7 items, rour countries evidenced substan* 
tial increases; Greece from 2 to 8, Spain from 8 to 23, Netherlands from 25 to 
46, and Hungary from 16 to 23. Yugoslavia (^roppQd from 46 to 10; however, this 
decrease has been caused primarily by the publication in 1965 of one single mono- 
graph with 32 articles, all of which were listed as separate items in the 1983- 
1985 volume, while there was no corresponding monograph published in 1986-1988, 
Scandinavian coverage declined significantly to 3 from 10 items. 
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A9 ia ail pre^loufi v^lwsj^is, tho British l5lf« were left ovit of thi© biblio- 
ftaphy, AS sufficienn bibiiograpnic assictance i3 availablo elsewhere/ As many 
aoacces |>03siblo iKjre included, to five access to alternate so«rcr^s available 
locally on th^ saitn* to'4c, 

In accord with th© variety of concepts and ditfer^nce of opinion on defir»i-* 
tions of what dot*', or does not constitute adult education, which still abound 
among European adult educators, and wishing to make the bibliography as broad 
and useful possible, th^ broadest possible concept of adult ^duc^tion verging 
on education of adulcs was used in solecting items for inclusion in the biblio- 
graphy. Thus vocational education for adults, training in business and industry* 
adult ^^sic# secondary and post -secondary level credit study^ as wei.1 as activi" 
tios of museums, art galleries and libraries masmuvh as these involve specific 
planned educational prograsxs fox individua,\ adu,its or adult groups, nave been in^ 
eluded in addition to liberal adult educ *ion through university ext .sion and 
©voning classes or through voluntary associations. 

The relativp accessibility of the materialr through univer;^ity and public 
libsaties was cons wie red in the selection of items. Thus personal visit reports 
and conference papets in typescript or phwcorepro fortn were not included unless 
8^2tually published. Doctoral dissertations and master's theses were not included. 
Hatori^^is available only on microfilm or microfiche, or on computer discs also 
were not included. 

General histories of education e»nd accounts of educational systems were in- 
cluded only if these contained major chapters on adult education; sources con*- 
talning only passing references to adult education were included only if materials 
available in English on adulf education in that country are limited. 

The bitoMography is organized by country, with a section Europe and a 
section on Sca.^dinavia . Haterials covering two or more count rier^ in separata sec-^ 
tions are listed under each rountrv covered in the source, while materials conceru- 
ed with and organised by one oc more aspects of adult education <such as. education 
of wnm^n* workers' education^ etc.) as it occurs if several countries are listed 
only under Europe or t?^ .ndinav* 4i as appropriate, Germany is suixiivided into three 
categories: si) Germany <prG-i94Sj, i2) Federal Republic ol Germa^iy and {3) German 
De-ocrat.c Republic^ Th^^ Soviet Union is sub-divided into il) Kwssia ^prQ-l^l^; 
and {Z) R. 
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Within th© abovd categories, the bibliography is sub-cUvided Into cdtegorlos 
of tho various institutions, mothods snd techniques and subject matter, with oach 
^ooirce Xiat^ in fuXi as thij main entry in ths sppiicable mjor sub-catefory and 
eross-^r^Cer^^nced by nun^^er und€ir any other applicablfe sub- category, a net* catcj^o- 
ry, *S€lucation of immigrants/ Gthnic m. crity education; muXticultuxaX ©dMcation' 
was added in this volume to catalogue frothing interest and activities in tnis area 
since t985. Due to the great variety especially of institutional backgrounds in 
the divergent political, social, economic and cuitusal settings of the countrira 
covered, the sub-categories ate not clearly definable and n^utally exclusive* and 
all categories cannot be applied equally to all countries covered. A Subject 
Index lists all entries by sub-categories and by countries, 

Since the bibliography is a listing of E;ngliah-language sources available 
about adult education in continental Europe rather than a bibliography of authors, 
each entry is listed in lull only once, as the main entry, under the name of the 
first author given for the item. However, up to four authors are Usted by najne 
for each multiple-author entry. All individual authors thus listed are included 
in the Author Index, but institutions as authors are not. 

A list of periodicals searched systmBatically for materials is included to 
assist the uaer to look for possible additional materials periodicals not 
available to the con^iler. Fourteen periodicala listed xi. the 1983-1985 volume 
were dropped {priinarily because they ceased to be published) while twenty-four 
periodicals wete added to the list scanned for 1986-1083. 

When a book is published by th© same publisher simulraneously in several 
cities, only the city where the head office of the publisher is located is given 
in the entry. Similarly, when a book is published simultaneously by more than one 
publisher, only t^e primary publisher is Hated. 

With the third voluise, for 1975-1979, published in 1982, the bibliography was 
incosporait^d into the Monographs on Comparative and Arei* Studies in Adult Education. 

The compiler hopea that professors of adult education, atudents of adult 
education and aduli; education practitioners in the field will find this biblio- 
graphy of some help m their work,
